:ase of typhoid means a previous case 
of that disease in man. This is not 
- rue of all diseases, for example, tub¬ 
erculosis. In order to get this disease 
it is not necessary to come in contact 
with a tuberculous patient or his ex¬ 
creta. Why? Because the bacillus 
that causes it can live apart from 
humans; in dirt, in air, etc. But the 
parasite that causes typhoid cannot 
live except when attached to its host, 
nan. This makes it an easy disease 
;o fight because if the excreta of pat¬ 
ient are properly disinfected, it is im¬ 
possible for ancther to become in¬ 
fected. 

“It is the duty of ajl tp know some- 
.hing and everything about typhoid. 
As soon as fifty per cent of people 
know about it, It will be eradicated.

The local 
representatives of th^ law, while do¬ 
ing all they can to suppress the nuis¬ 
ance are handicapped, among othei 
ways, in knowing that liquo^ is easily 
procurable in the cities. We hear 
statements to the effect that there is 
no difficulty for the-initiated to pro¬ 
cure liquor over the bars in most of 
these centres. 

Now if such is the truth the average 
person may just as well sit back and 
wait, nc.* for action, but for change in 
the circles higher up. The matter of 
allowing this condition to exist is noth, 
ing short of a scandal. There is the 
law, with every will in the world from 
the electors tha.* it should be enforced. 
But there is nothing doing. Officialdom 
higher up, perhaps with an eye to the 
main chance, winks at infraction and 
the people are set at nought. Does 
the inaction rest with the Attorney- 
General’s department? If so, the re¬ 
cent change therein may bring about 
some remedy, which is heartily de¬ 
sired, for people are absolutely tired 
of having to stand by and see infrac¬ 
tion of the one law placed on thf 
s.*atue books by their own efforts.

PREMIER LENINE AND 
HIS CAUSE 


Bolsheviki premier Lenine, although 
lead in one report, came to life again 
n the next, albeit he was on the ex¬ 
treme edge thereof. It appears that 
'ie was shot at and severely wounded. 
As to whether he will recover is a mat 
-,er of doubt. The shooting, neverthe¬ 
less, indicates more or' less broadly 
the direction in which thought in Rus¬ 
sia is flowing toda^. Of course, any¬ 
body can be shot in Russia these days 
and nothing though.* of it; life has be¬ 
come remarkably cheap. But Lenine 
has been the hub around which the 
spokes of Bolshevism have rediated. 
He was responsible for the miserable 
peace with Germany as well as for the 
reign of confiscation and terror which 
followed it. The people, at first lull¬ 
ed by" prospects of peace, were 
afterwards bent by the storm of dis¬ 
aster and ruin which folowed if. But 
with the Allied .intervention in sight 
doubt and mistrust of the Bolshevik 
arises, and when it reaches its height 
we may look for its being swept away 
with only the memory of it remaining.

The manufacture of tinder-box flints 
is booming just now, owing to the 
match shortage. 

This is probably the oldest handi¬ 
craft in Britain—older, in fact, it 
could hardly be, for it forms an in¬ 
dustrial link—the only one—-With the 
prehistoric Stone Age. 

The centre of the industry is the 
little village of Brandon, on the bord- 
|ers of Norfolk and Suffolk. The men 
who pursue it are known locally as 
flint-knappers, and the work is done 
in little sheds, often situated at the 
back of the cottages in which the 
workers live. , 

In pre-war days the demand for the 
flints they produced came chiefly 
from Spain and Italy, in the rural 
areas of which countries the old-fash¬ 
ioned flint-and-steel finder box has 
never been wholly supplanted by the 
modern match. But nowadays prac¬ 
tically the entire supply is eagerly 
snapped up by the makers of those 
ingenious little mechanical devices for 
lighting pipes and cigarettes with 
which the war has rendered us famil-

The vegetables must be 
tored over the first winter and re 
lanted for seed production the follow 
ng spring. Some well-known vege- 
ables of this class are beets, cabbage 
arrots, celery, parsnips, salsify and 
urnips. Seed from these can easilj 
,e grown in Canada if the vegetables 
o be so used are kept in good condi- 
•on over the winter. 

Unless a rigid selection is made 
ach. year, of specimens which an 
rue to type, it will net be long befon 
larger proportion of the crop will b 
ot true to type; hence great can 
hould be taken to select well-shapet 
icdium-sized roots, typical of the vai 
ty, of beets, canots, parsnips, salsif, 
nd turnips, firm-headed cabbage tru 
o type, firm stalked and disease-re 
istant plants of celery, and firm 
h&pely onion bulbs. If this is dom 
nd varieties are kept far endugl 
rom others so that they will not eras 
he crop, Canadian grown seed shoul. 
ompara favourably with imports 
eed in regard to purity, as it does it 
ther characteristics. 

The methods of wintering vegeta 
-les for seed will vary in differen 
arts of Canada, but in most places r 
ill be necessary to give them som- 
notsetion. When possible, it is bes 
o stors them in a frost-proof cellai 
Jrt, if necessary, the vegetables raa; 
•e stored outside, both in small and ii 
urge quantities, except in the case o 
>nions, which must be kept dry, am 
•tored in a cool place where there i: 
ittle oV no frost

A THREATENING FACTOR 


COMMENT UPON THE 


LETTER OF d'ARIPPC 


It will not be surprising if Canada has 
put out two billion dollars in War 
Loan bonds ere the war ends. If we

>2,000,000,000 of tax-free War Loan 
ind is thus debarred from collecting 
•qual to one per cent per annum on 
hat capital. 

Ia ten years we would lose, through 
'ailure to collect income tax on $2,00,- 
)00 of capital invested in tax-free 
War Loan, the siim of $200,000,000. If 
>ur Department of Finance were a 
critable dyed in the wool partisan of 
‘vested rights” and an aggressive 
'hampion. of the wealthy (which it is 
lot), said department could not have 
ihosen a better instrument to illus- 
rate its policies than by continuing 
o issue tax-free War Loan. 

It is inevitable thrt the continuance 
>f the process will array class against 
■lass, just as in the old days. 

Why is it inevitable? 

For the reason that when, out of our 
otal national cap ; .‘al we deliberately 
tar-mark a great fund as being jm* 
nune from the federal income gath¬ 
erers, we throw the burden on our 
.'itizens who do not get into this fav- 
>red elass. 

Instead of having milliegi Canadians 
‘apable of being assessed so many dol 
e.rs each per year on the average to 
my our war bills, we will have per¬ 
haps, seven hundred thousand small

Th< 
whole line held by the army is market' 
with scenes of brilliant and heroic 
deeds, deeds that will never die as 
lpng gs men pan appraise the worth of 
pne another. The British soldier i: 
fully capable of holding his own or 
the field of battle as Hhs been witnes 
sed tp by the generous remarks not of 
British commanders, bu.t the command 
ers of our Allies, the French, Belgiar 
and American armies. And if furthei 
proof of their valour is doggedness i.‘ 
required if is shown in the plan ol 
campaign of the German Lundendorff 
Jn his repent drive hie object was tc 
smash the British troops sp that ht 
'could get through to the coast. Hi? 
pbjept wps to cow and demoralise the 
British army for effect also, for he ar¬ 
gued, If the British be smashed, the 
greatest asset of the Allies is gone. As 
to how he failed and as to how those 
| British soldiers have turned .‘he tide 
against him we all know* Having 
j failed with the British he tried ag- 
| ainst the French and with like results,
